It means the I itensitic&tion cf the great­ 
est curse and cr.me cf the age—that of 
involuntary poverty. The woild is no 
timber by such gifts, hat itnmeaeiirably 
poorer. 
Why should a city accept such a gift, 
as it must be, by the stains of so many 
evils? Would Andrew Carnegie give 
ouejdollar to a beggar deserving of as­ 
sistance if Li* giving was not in some 
way brought t o the notice of the world? 
Would he not be acting far more justly 
by devoting his accumulated wealtu to 
increasing the wages and bettering the 
condition of those in bn employ ? Those 
who created his wealth are seeking out 
a miserable existence, while he scatters 
broadcast what should belong to them. 
The working people do not want libraries 
purchased at sucn a terrible cost. 
This nngracicus criticism is hurled at 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie, cf Pittsburg, who 
has offered to give between two and 
th re e million dollars for the e&tiblish- 
ment cf a free I skrary for that city. It ii 
not el range that a socialist newspaper 
should be found criticising Mr. Carne­ 
gie for bis munificence for no matter bow 
generous the gift or bow d»ep was the 
spirit of humanity that prompted i% the 
sccmlis'ij labor agitators would find 
fault with it. 
To shew how ur just these attacks ire 
on Mr. Carnegie it is only necessary to 
say something of his life and work*. 
When he cime to ILii country from 
Scotland he was as poor as poverty could 
make birr. But he had a brave heart 
and was industrious and economical, and 
he succeeded in business. There!is not 
one of the hve thcnsand men in Mr. 
Carnegie's immense steel works who has 
not just as good a chance to triumph oyer 
poverty as he had tbirty-five years ago. 
Because he has been successful is no 
rea: on why be has been a robber to bis 
working men, for the fact is there is not 
a manufacturer on this continent who 
hts „done more for Lis workingmen 
than

works with them. Po to coLdcmn bim 
for making this splendid gift for the 
benefit cf the poor, is to condemn any 
man who makes a cor tnbntion to the 
public good, 
it is estimated that the 
price cf labor connected with the build­ 
ing ct that library will be over three­ 
quarters cf a minion dollars, and yet in 
the opinion of the Pittsburg Commoner, 
it amounts fo nothing.

Advices ftrom Ptoenix states that a 
oouner arrived there from the scene of 
the disaster yesterday afternoon, bring­ 
ing information that the number of lives 
lost at the lower dim was thirty-four. It 
is not known how many lives were lost 
in the valley below the dam, bat it is be­ 
lieved the number will retch thirty or 
forty.

T U E PUBLIC SCHOOL QUESTION. 
There is a revival of the publio school 
agitation, acd what will be the outcome 
cannot be deteimined. It stetted early 
in the v inter after Gee etal Morgan was 
appcinted commissioner of Indian af­ 
faire, and bas been going on ever eiuce. 
It is true ttat tie (pint cf tne Lutheran 
•and tie Catholic press is not unanimous 
on the quefctioD, hut enough is beiog 
said by these denominations to show that 
there is a decided opposition to the pub­ 
lic school syttem of the United States. 
Very reoeLtly there appeared in the 
German Cot ho'ic Excels i r an article 
whioh contained much significance. One 
of the paragraphs reads as follow?: 
If you send your child to a protestant, 
a Jewish or a heathen school, how then 
can a sensible prison »xpect your child 
to become a Catholic ? 
But stranger tfcau that against the 
publio schools is the Lex* paragraph, 
which charges that the public schools 
beget infidelity because they do not be­ 
lieve in a God. Here ii the paragraph: 
And remember, every publio Babool is 
noc-heatbenI—because a publio school. 
as Bach,does not believe in a God and, 
consequently, in no commands cf Goa, 
nor does it teach them. 
A Bood campaign doooment for the 
Bennett law is the third paragraph, 
whioh makes thedlreot charge that the 
pnblio schools are heathenish schools 
and breed heathens: 
The only trae and logij&l consequence 
of the above discussion is IL is: Those 
parents gwbo are enabled to send all 
their children to a Cathoiij school and 
who do not do it, commit a grave sin 
against God, the friend of ati dren; 
against the church, to whom God en­ 
trusted the t dncstiou rf children; against 
the weifire of their own children whom 
they suffer to becone heathens in the 
heathenish soh sole. 
One must give a very large number 
of the laymen of both the Lutheran aud 
the Catholic churches creditor being too 
intelligent and too much Americanize! 
to be fooled or icil lenced in any way by 
such bal lerdasb as thbt stair ii from the 
Catholic Excelsior. Catholic parents at 
Newark the other day, rtf ised to obey 
the command cf 
the 
bishop 
that 
their 
children 
most 
be 
taken 
from 
the 
pnbha 
schools. 
And 
a similar order being issued at Dubuque 
last week, Catheti j parents became in­ 
dignant and hundreds of them paid no 


Food lf Properly 
and Cooked. 
Canned food of every description is 
now almost universally used all over 
the world, and the arguments for and 
against its healthfulness have gener* 
ally subsided. 
It is admitted that the 
canned goods are not necessarily un­ 
healthful. per se, and their great com 
vcnience end comparative dampness 
render them very popular. 
Morever, 
greater care is exercised by the can­ 
ners than ever before, so that the real 
danger which attended tho use of can­ 
ned goods put up in lin cans has been 
in a great measure eliminated. Never­ 
theless, according to Good House­ 
keeping, some caution should be ex­ 
ercised by consumers. 
Decomposition 
in animal products often 
develop 
poisonous alkaloids, like the tyrotoxi- 
con which is sometimes the cause of 
illness to persons eating milk products 
or cheese, and cases of illness from 
eating canned goods are usually to be 
traced in this source. 
There is also an 
element of salts that may be formed 
by the action of the contents on the 
metal of the can. Both of these sources 
of danger have lieen reduced to a 
minimum by improved methods of can­ 
ning, hut it is idle to deny that they 
exist, and they demand reasonable pre­ 
caution in purchasing and using can­ 
ned goods. There are other objections, 
such as they are, to food iii cans. 
It 
must be confessed that tho operations 
to be witnessed in at least, 
some 
of the canning factories are not such 
as to prepossess a sensitive stomach in 
favor of canned fruit, and the women 
and men who handle the fruit in its 
various 
stages are not always so 
cleanly in person as they might be. 
Good housekeepers are coining more 
and more into the habit of doing their 
own fruit-canuing. and this is much 
tho better way on all accounts and not 
usually much, if any, more expensive. 


P h cenix, Ari., Feb. 25. — A courier 
arrived here late last evening from the 
Hassayampa River, 
upon which were 
located tho dams of the Walnut Grovo 
Hydraulic company, brings an account 
of a disaster far exceeding in magnitude 
that of which information reached this 
place Saturday. 
After the water that 
rushed down the valley after the break­ 
ing of tho

had subsided a large force 
of men 
was collected and set to w’ork at tho 
lower darn to search for the bodies of 
those who had perished. 
AV bile they were thus engaged the 
upper dam, which held back a vast 
body of water, broke, and before the 
men were aware of it a mass of water, 
literally mountain high, swept down 
upon them. 
Tho result was appalling. 
One hundred and thirty-one white mon 
and three Chinamen were drowned. Tho 
courier was unable to ascertain tho 
names of any of those who had perished. 
The courier reports that the town of 
Wickenburg is all righ t 
The loss of 
life In the valley between W ickenburg 
and the dam is riot known and cannot be 
ascertained for some days, but it will 
probably be within thirty and forty.

Feb. 25.—The re­ 
sponsibility for the breaking of the 
Walnut Grove dam does not seem to be 
properly laid to Engineer Robinson. 
Luther Wagoner, who said yesterday 
the blame rested on Robinson, to-day de­ 
clines to father his statements, and says 
the reporter misrepresented him. lie now 
thinks tho contractors were offenders 
against engineering laws. 
Sanford Rob­ 
inson, uncle of Engineer Robinson, says 
his nephew was not In charge of tho 
works when tho foundations were laid, 
and that he was compelled to resign, as 
the contractors and ho could not agree 
in regard to the way the work should be 
done.

B erlin, Fob. 25.—Tho results of the 
election are now known in every dis­ 
trict of the Empire. They show that 
246 members were looted and that in 151 
districts supplementary elections aro 
necessary.

W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 25.—The world’s 
fair has been won for Chicago by a clear 
majority in tho House, over all compet­ 
itors, of 4 votes, a plurality over New 
York of 50, a plurality over St. Louis of 
127, and a plurality over Washington of 
139. 
This substantially 
settles 
the 
world’s fair question, for although the 
main bill must yet be voted upon in the 
House and tile location voted upon in 
ie Senate, there is no manner of doubt 
among the Chicago managers that the 
House bill will be adopted by an over­ 
whelming majority and that of the Sen­ 
ators two-thirds are for Chicago. 
The 
day was one of excitement and Chicago 
men owu the capital. 
At 12m.Mr.Recd ascended the Speaker’s 
dais and began to thump the sounding- 
board with a silver gavel, giving clan­ 
gorous notice that the House of Rep­ 
resentatives was in session. 
The Rev. Mr. Milburn, the blind 
chaplain, began a prayer of solemn fer­ 
vor, that was frequently Interrupted by 
the bustle of belated members finding 
their seats and loud laughing and talk­ 
ing in the lobbies. 
Tho amen of the 
preacher was lost In a great buzz and 
babel of sounds. 
After the monotonous reading of tho 
minutes and their approval, Mr. O’Neill 
of Pennsylvania caught the Speaker’s 
eye and introduced Mr. Reyburn, the 
member 
just elected from the late 
Judge Kelley’s district. 
Ho was sworn 
In and another vote added to the New 
York column. 
The Speaker then directed the clerk 
to read the resolution under which the 
world's fair voto Is to be taken. 
‘ Tho clerk will now call the roll,” 
said the Sneaker, “and each member as 
bis name is called will indicate the city 
he desires for the location of the world's 
fair.” 
The clerk then began In a clear voice 
to call the roll amid the utmost silence. 
The first name called was that of Mr. 
Adams, of Illinois, who voted for “Chi­ 
cago.” He was so warmly applauded 
that the Speaker directed the spectators 
to refrain from applause. The calling 
and verification of the vote occupied 
about forty minutes. 
Tim first ballot for the world’s fair 
resulted as follows: Chicago, 115; New 
York, 72; St. Louis, 61; Washington, 56. 
Cumberland Gap, I. 
The second ballot resulted as follows: 
Chicago, I ii; New York, 82; St. Louis, 
59; Washington, 50. Total, 309; neces­ 
sary to a choice 155. Chicago, there­ 
fore, was within 34 votes of succes. New 
York lacked 72, St. Louis 99, and Wash­ 
ington 103. 
No city having had a majority a third 
ballot was ordered, which resulted as 
follows: Chicago, 127; New York, 98; 
Washington, 34; St. Louis, 53. Total, 
306; necessary to a choice, 154. 
Tho fourth ballot was then proceeded 
with, with the following result: Chicago, 
134; New York, 95; Washington, 29; St. 
Louis, 38. 
Total. 312, necessary to 
choico, 157. 
Tho fifth ballot was Immediately or­ 
dered, with the following result: Chi­ 
cago, 140; New York, HO; Washington, 
24; St. Louis, 38. Total, 313; necessary 
to a choice, 157. 
Tho sixth ballot showed the following 
result: Chicago, 148; New York, 117; 
Washington, 19; St. Louis, 28. Total, 
312; necessary to a choice, 157. 
The result of the seventh ballot was 
311 votes, as follows: 
Chicago, 154; New York, 112; St. 
Louis, 27; Washington. 17. 
A majority would be 156 and Chicago 
had 154, just two votes short. 
There 
was an agony of expectation when Billy 
Mason dragged Reyburn, the new mem­ 
ber, forward. 
He said he wished to 
change his vote from New York to 
Chicago and did so. 
He was greeted 
with 
applause, 
and 
evidently ex­ 
pected to lead a stampede for Chi­ 
cago, but ho was disappointed. 
Nobody 
followed his example and Chicago’s total 
stood at 155—one less than a majority. 
The New York forces were retiring In 
good order and contested every inch of 
the ground. 
So another roll call was 
necessary. 
It was the eighth and the 
last, for Chicago achieved her victory, 
and out of the total of 307 votes received 
157—threo more than a majority. 
New 
York had 107; S t Louis, 25, and Wash­ 
ington 18. 
Beforo balloting began Mr. Blount, 
of Georgia, wished to know lf there 
would be an opportunity afforded to pass 
upon the question as to whether there 
should bo a fair before selecting a site. 
The Speaker replied that under the 
special order this opportunity could not 
be had, and immediately directed the 
clerk to call the roll. 
The clerk had no ohance to rest, for, 
Ignoring tho appeal of certain members 
who had been at luncheon to be allowed 
to be allowed to record their ballots, a 
practice forbidden by the new rules, the 
Speaker each time directed the roll to 
be called. 
The Chicago men brightened visibly 
at the result of the fourth ballot for they 
had gained 7 votes, as against a gain of 
only 3 for Now York, while St. Louis 
lost 5, the beginning of the end In her 
case, and Washington lost 5. 
The fifth ballot showed a total vote of 
312, and the apprehensions of the Chi­ 
cagoans wero justified in a measure, for 
New York gained 15 votes, while Chicago 
added but 6 to her column. 
St. Louis, 
meanwhile fell off lo votes and Wash- 
lntong 5. 
All was excitement as the roll-call be­ 
gan on tho sixth ballot. 
It was appar­ 
ent that tho southern members, who 
had steadfastly supported St. Louis up 
to this point, wore beginning to break 
away and wero going over to New York. 
Consequently the expectations of the 
New Yorkers were at the highest point, 
and indeed on this voto they polled their 
full strength, but gained only 6 votes, 
while Chicago gal ned 9, and St. Louis 
and Washington kept up thoir steady 
retrogression, the former losing IO and 
the latter 5 votes. 
The New York people were discom­ 
fited at their small gain on the sixth 
ballot and began to realize that they 
could do no more. 
Wilson of West Vir­ 
ginia, the leader for Washington, moved 
a recess until to-day at ll o’clock. There 
was much excitement on tho floor at 
this point. 
Flower of New York, was 
hurrying about from one man to an­ 
other, pointing at the clock (which in­ 
dicated the hour of 4:30) and urging a 
recess. 
A rumor ran over the western 
Sido of tho hall, where Chicago was In 
force, that it was the purpose of th 
New Yorkers te arrange over night tor 
a transfer of their strength and that of 
St. Louis to Washington, and the tact 
that Wilson was leading the movement I 
tended to add currency to {tm rumor. If 
such was the purpose, however. It felled 
signally, for on the yea and nay vote 
the west rallied together, and the House 
refused to take a recess ny » vote of— 
yeas, 138; nays, V7t» 
The Chicagoan} were in feverish Im­ 
patience, fearing some dilatory tactics 
that would lose them the advantage 
they held. Mason rushed forward to 
the clerk, exclaiming! ‘‘Call the roll! 
Call the roll!” New York** backbone 
was broken, however, and there WM 
little further opposition. 
T h e Senate, 
W a sh in g to n , Feb. 25.—Mr. Chan­ 
dler, rising to a question of privilege, 
called attention to the feet that the Sen­ 
ator from Florida (Mr. Call) In the de­ 
bate last Thursday had uttered words 
personally offensive to him, which he 
had not then heard, and had followed 
up that breach of order by changing 
and adding to the official reporl of his 
remarks a paragraph still more offen­ 
sive. 
He (Mr. Chandler) deemed it his duty, 
before replying to the assault made 


for such a transgression. 
Mr. Chandler then offered a preamble 
and resolution, stating that the Senator 
from Florida had charged him, in de­ 
bate, with personal responsibility for the 
outraging of women, and the murder of 
children, and tile destruction of the hap­ 
piness of households in tho South by 
men who were the emissaries behind 
him, and that the Senator had, in addi­ 
tion, Inserted the following paragraph, 
which he had not spoken: 
“The blood of Saunders, if the evi­ 
dence shall show his death was in 
any way connected with the prosecu­ 
tions in the United States court, will 
rest on his conscience. 
Tho shrieking 
ghosts of outraged and murdered wo­ 
men and children, tho victims of the 
wild lusts and passions of a race who 
owe all that they know of religion and 
civilization to the Southern white people 
and not to the Senator from New Hamp­ 
shire, will disturb his sleeping and his 
waking hours. 
Liko Banquo's ghost, 
it will not down, and the ocean will not 
wash from his blood-stained hands the 
guilt of the rape and murder of these 
tender white women and children.” 
The resolution condemns such action 
as a breach of privilege for which Mr. 
Call Is censured and orders the words so 
Inserted and tho paragraph so added to 
be stricken from the report in the Con­ 
gressional Record. 
After a short debate, on objection of 
Mr. Harris, the resolution went over 
until to-morrow.
